Messages Permitted 


Rigid Regulations Provide Also For 
Examinations of Persons and 
Baggage 


An order in council has been pas 
sed under the war measures act niak- 
ing it a criminal offence for any per 
son to send from Carada by post o1 
otherwise “any letter, document, or 
substance containing any written 
niatter which is not visible or lewible 
upless the medium in which it is 
written is subjected to heat or som 
other treatment, or any letter, doce- 
ment, or substance in which any oth 
er means for secretly conmnunicating 
information is used.” 

Other provisions of the order ap 
ply to falsification of passports, etc. 

It is also provided that any person 
arriving in or departing from Canada 
riay be required to make a declara- 
tion as to whether or not‘he is car 
tying or conveying any letters or 
other written inessages intended — to 
be transmitted by post or otherwise 
delivered, and, if so required, | shali 
troduce to the person making the re 
Guisition any such letters or messages 
and the conipetent naval or military 
authority or person authorized by 
him, or immigration officer, customs 
officer, or police officer may search 
any such person and any baggage 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
such person or the person to whom 
the baggage belongs is carrying or 
conveying any such letters or mes- 
sages. The authorized officer may 
examine any letters or other mes- 
sages so produced or found on such 
search, and may transmit them to an 
officer appointed to censor postal 
correspondence.

No suc 
diminution affects the other. The 
fiercer pressure of the grand assault 
has been such as to cause a loss in 
the battles of the Somme which a 
calculation, based on the German 
statistics, fixes at 700,000 men, drawn 
from over 130. divisions—all passed 
through the fire of these pas =, 
ménts. There is not a comparable 
total of British and French losses. 

The general effect of _ annoyance 
and attrition reflects itself, again, in 
the nervous, homesick, desperately 
weary and unhappy tone of the let- 
ters of the German soldiers and the 
physical condition of the prisoners. 
The armies thus assailed are not so 
well-fed as they were, nor ds regu- 
larly supplied. As our gtin-power 
grows and the “strafing” of the Ger- 
man trenches is pursued through this 
wet and lowering, winter—thus far 
the worst of the three—tlicre must be 
further slips in the yielding morale of 
their wonderful organization. I wit- 
nessed one of these annoying actions, 
and was assured that,it was typical. 
The German artillery reply was hard- 
ly noticeable. All along the line the 


severity and power of concentration 
are fed from a steadily broadening 
stream of supply which grows more 
mobile, and qualifiies the static char- 
acter of the front. In the earlier 
stages of the war the endurance was 
usually on our side, the punishment 
on theirs. Their policy of reserving 
fire is, of course, a plan of economy 
for the spring battles; but it implies 
a long and grave discouragement of 
their much tried ranks,’"—By H. W.
